An official of Mr. Harvey's depart- 
ment said that scores of them are 
strung on end to a long wire, which 
is. weighted with lead. 

A workman on each side of the 
canal then drags the contraption 
through the water and—good-by, 
weeds!

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THE LIVING CELL 

(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 
| To Robert Hooke, an English -bot- 
anist, goes the credit for the dis- 


covery of the céll, It was about the 
middle of the severteenth ‘century 
that this scientist, while examining a 
piece of cork under the newly. dis- 
covered microscope, observed that it 
was made up of a number of alveoli 
to which he gave the name of ‘cells’. 
Other scientists continued to study 
these cells but it was not until. one 
hundred and fifty years ister that 
Brown and Dujardin commenced to 
study the contents of these cells, 
These scientists saw them as an 
agglomeration of, very amall bags, 
which were independent of each other 
and Contained a substance which 
they called “protoplasm”. Protoplasm 
possesses the property of changing 
the materials received from the blood 
stream, oxygen and food, into living’ 
matter. How this change is brought 
about is still a mystery. All that 
science knows is that water and 
bread, for example, contain the same 
atoms, as the deadliest of poisons. 
Food causes the cells of living o- gan- 
isms to grow and increase in num- 
ber, whereas poisons ‘bring about 
their destruction. ' 
When examined under, the micro- 
scope the cells seem to consist of a 
nucleus suspended in the protoplasm, 
the latter being a more or leas vis- 
cous tronsluscent material. The 
whole cell is held together by a pro- 
tective membrane which is similar 
to the protoplasm in nature.

Tesla Tells Of Force Rays 


Can Be Set Like A Wall Around A 
Nation’s Borders’. 

Nikola Tesla, the inventor, cele- 
brating his 78th birthday annivers- 
ary, declared he has discovered force 
rays which.can be sét like a wall 
around a nation’s borders to render 
it impenetrable to military attack. 

He said he plans to place his in- 
ventions at the disposal of the Gen- 
eva conference in the interests of 
peace. 

The new rays, he said, would be 
made of particles, probably dust of 
some sort, microscopically fine, 
driven electrically and projected in 
the form of vast curtains miles high 
and 100 miles each in length. The 
particles would travel with the un- 
heard of velocities of 50,000,000 volts. 

Their effect would be so devastat- 
ing, he claimed, 10,000 aeroplanes 
flying into one of these curtains, 
would be destroyed to the last ma- 
chine. He drew a picture of force 
projecting plants set up every 200 
miles along the border. Each would 
shoot rays 100 miles on either side. 
The dust beams would travel in 
straight lines.

Is Water : 

What is the only thing that Scots- 
men ever waste? According to Mr. 
Chorlton, president of the Institution 
of Mechanical Engineers, the answer 
is water! Figures of water consump- 
tion in the British Isles, which Mr. 
Chorlton quoted at a recent Public 
Works Congress, show that Dun- 
blane, in Perthshire, uses, on an aver- 
age, 130 gallons of water a day per 
head of population, This is “top 


score,” but Irvine, in Ayrshire, using

the loving heart of our great Saviour. 
‘In the night of His betrayal and ar- 
rest He went into the Garden cf 
Gethsemane in company with His 
own chogen disciples. His heart 
craved the fellowship and companion- 
ship, in that trying hour, of those 
who were so intimately associated 
with Him. They were His best 
friends, the most trusted ones, sure- 
ly they could be counted on to enter 
into the spirit of supplication with 
Him 

One is impressed with the: dividing 
into several groups of that company 
of disciples and their devoted Leade ». 
Judas had already withrawn from 
the company. A feeling of sadness 
and awe ‘must have come over the 
group of disciples as Judas slipped 
out into the dark shadows of the 
night and joined hands with the 
enemies of Christ. Following th= 
withdrawal of Judas, the eleven par-' 
take of the Lord’s supper, a hymn is 
sung and the march to Gethsemane 
is begun.To eight of the discip'es 
the word of our Lord was “Sit ye 
here, while I-shall pray.” The three 
who comprised the inner circle, 
press on with Him farther into the 
Garden. To these three the word 
given was, i ye here and 
watch. ” 

Now notice the significant expre - - 
sion: “He went a little farther.” 
Here we behold a lone, stalwart soul, 
pressing on to pray to His Heaven'y 
Father. The burden and weight of 
the sin He was to bear for the world 
hung heavily upon His soul, In 
agony He fell prostrate on the 
ground to pray, “Not my will, but 
thine be done.” “A little farther,” 
Luke tells us that it was “about ao 
stone’s cast.” The words are indica- 
tive of the short distance that ».par- 
ated Him from the three disciples. 

They are also suggestive of that dis- 
tance which Jesus travelied alone as 
He carried our sin to the Cross. . 

When Jesus went through thar 
Gethsemane experience and _ then 

was finally crucified on Calvary’s 
Cross, He went farther than any 
other person or ordinance could zo 
in order to bring redemption to fall- 
en mankind. He went farther than 
the law could go. Its ministry wis 
one of condemnation. Jesus went 
farther than any of the prophets 
had gone. Their ministry was one 
of calling upon the people to repent 
of their sins, and of telling forth 
the warning of judgment from God 
that would follow unless they sought 
God, 

In going to the Cross to die for 
the sins of the world, Jesus did what 
was utterly impossible for any other 
person to do. It was necessary that 
he who would take the sinners place, 
should be holy. and without spot. 
Such. a substitute could never be 
found among the ranks of men, until 
Jesus came and met every demand 
and requirement of the 1aw. “For 
such a high priest became us, who is 
holy, harmless, undefiled, separate 
from sinners, and made higher than 
the heavens; who needeth not daily, 
as those high priests, to offer up 
sacrifice, first for his own sins, and 
then for the people’s; for this he did 
once, when he offered up himself” 
Hebrews 7:26-27). 

Having considered the distance 
that Jesus went in bringing to us 
eternal redemption, we shall now 
consider how these words may be ap- 
plied to ourselves. 

We should go a little farther than 
Satan would have us go. Satan 
would have us compromise. He would 

not have us go all the way that Jesus 
bids us go. Half way measures of 
such a character could not be accept- 
able to Jehovah. He demands full 
allegiance, th-re dare. be no reserva- 
tions, — . 

Satan’s suggestion is that we may 
be religious, only we must guard 
against going too far in this matter 
We are reminded of the Apostle 
John who wrote thus, “Beloved, be- 
lieve not every spirit, but try th: 
spirits whether they are of God: be- 
cause many false prophetg are gon? 
out into the world.” Are we listen- 
ing to the voice of God, or to the 
voice of Satan? Is it possible for 
the Christian to love God supremely 
and: yet, to be in allegiance with the 
world? Here is where many people 
have become stranded. Love for the 
world has so mastered and over- 
whelmed them, that te true love 
and worship of God is sadly neglect- 
ed. Someone has well said, “We 
must crown Jesus Lord of all, or 
else we do not crown Him Lord at 
all.” Going farther than Satan 
would have us to go, implies a full

We should go a little farther ynto 
perfection. “ That perfection fot 
which we strive is not to be human 
perfection, neithet is it to be mutual 
perfection, but Christian perfection. 
We may find many whose lives are 
80 tragically marked by failure and 
imperfection, however there always 
rises before our vision the sinless 
perfection. of Christ. We are en- 
couraged to, “consider Him that en- 
dured such contradiction of sinners 
against himself, lest ye be wearie1 
and faint in your minds” (Hebrews 
12 38), 

Christian perfection is the resul: 
of the Holy Spirit. This indwelling 
presence of the Holy Spirit is the 
token and proof that we are God's 
children. Having been born again 
by the living Word of God, w2 
should let nothing hinder us from 
going in for all that God has: for us. 
The Christian life is meant to be one 
of continual growth. We shall never 
rest satisfied with our present condi- 
tion or experience, but ever reath 
forth to the still greater things be- 
fore ux Some would say, “let govu 
enough alone.” To this we reply 
that the good is always the enemy 
of the better. Never be satisfied 
with yourself, your . present attain- 
ments, your accomplishments or suc- 
cesses, but ever keep forging ahead. 
The victory of today is only to be an 
incentive to pluck up courage to face 
the conflict of the morrow and to 
rise triumphant over it, “Let us go 
on unto perfection” (Hebrews 6:1). 

We should go a little farther in 
our Prayer lite. One of the real- 
evidences of Christian growth and 
maturity, is interést and activiy in 
prayor, If the prayer life of th> 
Christian is dormant we must expect 
an unfruitful and barren life, one 
that is void of all true success an1l 
spiritual power. Pressure of business 
the cares of life, problems of various 
sorts and the ever-increasing demand 
upon our time from all sources, often 
crowd us so that prayer is neglected. 
We dg well to ponder seriously the 
Master’s example in prayer. He 
went a little farther, so much eo 
that He ever remains as a forceful 
illustration of what a large part in 
our lives prayer should be. \ 

We should go farther in our love 
for God. We love God as we ex- 
perience and realize His love. His 
love must first be shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost verore we 
can truly love Him, Our lve for 
Him will find expression in loving 
testimony. We should cultivate a 
consciousness of that love by fre- 
quent seasons of communron wih 
God. .A little girl came bouncing, 
into her mother’s lap, threw her 
arms about her neck and kissed her 
again and again. The mother, a bi: 
surprisd, said, “Mary, what do you 
want now?” Mary quickly and t n- 
derly replied, “O mamma, I don’t 
want anything; I just want to love 
you.” Our loving Father would be 
pleased to have His chiluren come to 
Him often, not to seek some favor, 
but to sit in His presence and love 
Him? A life that is possessed ard 
controlled by love must surely resuit 
in blessing to others. Let us go far- 
ther in our love for Him who went 
so far in suffering for us. 

We should go a little farther ia 
our search of the Scriptures. The 
treasures of the Bible are inexhaust- 
able. There is too much superficial 
reading of the Scriptures today. t 
is given but a mere casual reading, 
and thé valuable art of meditation 
is sadly lacking. It is to be remem- 
bered that the more dzeply we study 
the Word the more our lives will 
become enriched, and the more will 
our profit be noticeable to others, 
The ignorance of the Bible among 
professing Christians generally is 
alarming. We ought to go farther 
in our study of the Word until our 
experience will be like that of the 
prophet Jeremiah who said, “Thy 
words were found, and I did eat 
them; and thy word wag unto me th? 
joy and rejoicing of mine heart.” 

We ought to go farther in our 


efforts to save the lost. Ine

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Economic News In Fashion eed 


Periodically, organizations throughout the country pass resolutions de- 
erying the treatment of certain news by the public press; but, as a rule, 
these are ill-advised (however fine the motive behind them) for the simple 
reason that the press itself is the finest barometer of public opinion. News- 
papers could not survive did they not interpret aright the desires of the 
public to which they cater; théy ‘could ‘not exist as profit-making institu-" 
tions, were it not for the fact they keep a warty finger on the ‘flickering 
pulse of the fickle reading public they serve. The success of a daily news- 
paper depends upon its ability to give the public what it wants. ° That is 
why circulation has become. the criterion of success in the newspaper field. 

The “wants” of the reading public vary from time to time, and policies 
of the newspapers must vary with them. Hence, news fashions change, as 
fashions in clothing change; and it is extremely diverting to study the 
changes as they appear in the columns of the daily press. 

A week or two ago, H. R. Knickerbocker, well-known European corres- 
pondent of the Hearst organization, arrived in England to write a series of 
articles for Hearst newspapers on the economic recéVéry of Great Britain. 
In the course of an interview, he said: 

“One: of ‘the most remarkable things that has happened to the Ameri- 
can Press since the depression started has been the public demand for eco- 
némic news. Before 1929, nobody cared much, but when the slump hit 
America, it produced some peculiar results. 

“Economic news now is considered as important as the latest sensa- 
tional murder story. Whether the readers understand it or not, I don’t 
know, but Americans have acquired a sudden curiosity.to know what is 
happening to the rest of the world: Consequently, newspapers make a regu 
lar feature of analyses of world economic news.” ; 

Students of newspaper trends had been struck with ‘this popularization 
of economic news in the United States, particularly through the writings of 
Walter, Lippman, perhaps the most famous of all the commentators of eco- 
nomic events, In Canada, during the same period, a similar tendency has 
been remarked, the manifestations of which, perhaps, have been more 
abundant for reasons which are not far to seek. 

Recent provincial elections in British Columbia and Saskatchewan 
especially, have demonstrated clearly that the public is more eager to ab- 
sorb information on economic matters, more desirous of listening to eco- 
nomic discussion from the public platform, than ever before. 

This is primarily due to the fact realization of their dependence upon 
world markets has been brought home to the people of the prairie west 
with more directness than heretofore. They have become acutely aware of 
the fact that anything affecting the economic condition of the English tex- 
tile worker, the French vineyard Jaborer, the coal-miner of Scotland dr 
Wales, sooner or later, is reflected in their own economic condition. They 
know now that anything which affects the purchasing power of German, 
Austrian, Jap or Chinese wage-earner, must eventually have its reflex here. 

World economic news, therefore, has assumed new and more impressive 
proportions in the eyes of the Canadian people. The vital importance of a 
healthy world economy has become all too obvious. Consequently, when 
news turns bullish, when word comes that Britain is shuffling off the coils 
of long internal depression, the items partake of something more than the 
evanescent interest of the murder mystery or the sordid sex drama. 

New political movements, too, have had their genesis in economic dis- 
content; hence it is only natural that economic discussion should attract an 
ever widening public. The one drawback to the new fashion lies in the fact 

that economics, so far, has not been reduced to an exact science, whose 
truisms can be set forth with the precision nf mathematical formulae. For 
that reason, it is essential that commitment to any specific theory should 
follow, not ‘precede, complete study of economics, not as it has been ad- 
vanced by some proponent of: a particular doctrine, but as it has been 


re 


-advanced throughout economic history. The truth cannot be determined by 


study of one set of theories, but by analysis of all theories so far advanced 
fromt times preceding Adam Smith to those of latter-day Socialists. Such 
analysis should be made with due regard to practicability, as demonstrated 
in political history; not in the field of statecraft alone, but in the wider field 
of trade and commerce, particularly during. the last century and a half, 


Prosperity Village 
Small Place In “Holland Keeps Re- 
ducing Local Taxes 
Six times now within the past 
twelve months have the local taxes 
been reduced in the village of Lieder- 
dorp, near Leiden, in Holland’s bulb 
growing district. It is known as pros- 
perity village. School fees, marriage 
fees, water and electricity charges 
have all come down. Only 75 of the 
2,700 inhabitants are “on the dole” 
and they earn their allowance and 
keep themselves occupied by drain- 
ing ditches. But no outsider can enter 
the village free. A turpike man col- 
lects a small charge from every 
stranger who would come inside.

By the discovery of the late Sir 
Ronald Ross of the relationship be- 
tween the mosquito andthe spread of 
malaria, eventuating in a similar dis- 
covery regarding yellow fever, not 
only saved millions of human lives 
but enabled, millions of acres of po- 
tentially “fertile land in tropical and 
subtropical areas of the world to be 
placed under economic, crops. . Pre- 
viously these lands were death-traps 
to. all who attempted. to cultivate 
them or live upon them. - 

During the ten months ended May, 
1934, the amount of wheat exported 
from Canada was 138,828,849 bushels. 
Of this, 95,765,804 bushels went to 
Empire countries—Irish Free State, 
New Zealand, Malta, other depend- 
encies, and the United Kingdom, the 
last named alone taking 93,662,081 
bushels. The total amount of wheat 
exported to foreign countries was 
43,062,955 bushels. In the order of 
the amount imported, these countries 
were Holland, Belgium, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Japan, Norway, Den- 
mark, Sweden, China, Peru, Bolivia, 
Brazil, the United States, and other 
small shipments abroad. 

Imports of Canadian barley into 
the Netherlands reached their peak 
in 1929 when they totalled 142,772 
metric tons, or over 41 per cent. of 
the total. In 1930 the imports fell to 
11,881 tons, but in 1931 went up 
again to 108,630 tons. In 1932 the 
quantity imported was 77,068, and in 
1933 there were no imports of. conse- 
quence. Since the beginning of 1934 
there have been no imports of barley 
from Canada. Despite its absence 
from this market for a year and a 
half, Canadian barley is well liked 
“in Holland and some consumers still 
ask for it although the.price is too 
high to make business possible, says 
the Canadian Trade Commissioner ‘n 
Holland.

Mr. Simjian’s apparatus not only 
will show the structure and density 
of bareley opaque ‘parts that appear 
on present X-ray plates as dim 
shadowy forms, but lessens existing 
hazards to the - subject being ¢ex- 
amined.
